On its return 
the commission recommended their 
formation in Belgium, under the 
general name of “Cerles de Ferm 
ieres." They have proven success- 
ful and won a place for themselves 
in farm and village life. 
Idea Goes to England 

In 1915, one year after the te- 
claration of the Great War, a Can- 
adian woman, Mrs. Alfred Watt of 
Victoria, B.C., took the idea with 
her to England. It came at the 
time when the British women were 
organizing their resources to help 
win the war. The idea caught like 
a prairie fire and spread rapidly. It 
ment the need of the mobilization of 
the women forces. 

They banded together in institutes 
to study home economics and the 
preservation of food. They started 
co-operative enterprises such as jam 
factories, laundries, etc. They pur- 
chased expensive labor-saving 
heuschold equipment such as vacu- 
um cleaners, knitting machines, ete., 
for community use. They organized 
committees for minding children and 
carrying on homes, while all who 
could went on the land to fill the 
men's places. They provided a 
wholesome medium of amusement, 
especially for the lonely women 
whose menfolk were fighting in the 
trenches. Queen Mary became so 
interested that she allwoed herself 
to be elected president of the Sand- 
tingham branch. Today there are 
3,300 branches in England, it being 
recognized that no other modern 
movement had had such a far-reach- 
ing effect on village and rural life 
as this. 

The Canadian motto, “Home and 
Country,” is the name given to the 
3ritish Women’s Institute paper, 
which has some 32,000 subscribers. 
Mrs. Watt was given the decoration 
M.B.E. by the King for the service 
she had done in bringing over and 
promoting the idea. 

Although organized primarily to 
better home conditions in rural com- 
munities, in the years of their exist- 
ence, the scope of institute work hi 
windened. Activities are carried on 
mainly through six «committees, 
these being child felfare and public 
health, education and better schools, 
immigration, Canadianization, agri- 
culture, home economies and legisla- 
tion. 


Feeding the Family 
From the very beginning institute 
members worked to raise the stand- 
ard of health in the family. They 
made a study of proper ways of 


feeding, clothing and housing, 
particularly the children, This was

_ Considering that the four prov- 
inces, Natal, Transvaal, Orange Free 
State and Cape Province, which 
comprise the Union of South Africa, 
have over a million square miles 
less of territory than the populated 
Provinces of Canada, it is surprising 
to note that they contain over ten 
times as many sheep as the whole 
of Canada. he Union of South 
Africa ranks about fourth among 
the countries of the world in sheep 
population.

RHUBARB SHORT CAKE 

Every housewife knows that her 
family enjoys the succulent flavor 
of rhubarb and that a pie with its 
juiciness bubbling under a flaky 
crust is always a treat. Most have 
also found that a dish of stewed 
rhubarb for breakfast is most wel- 
come, Yet very few ever seem to 
think of using this delicious fruit- | 
vegetable, which has better food | 
value than many fruits, except in a 
pie or sauce, 

Rhubarb short cake makes an at- 
tractive and delicious dessert, 

Wash the rhubarb, peel and cut 
into pieces. Place in an enameled 
ware saucepan, cover with boiling 
water and cook slowly until tender, 
The surface of enameled ware does 
not interact with fruit and vegetable 
acids, so the fruit and utensil will 
not be affected, Then drain off the 
water and for every two cups of 
rhubarb add one cup of sugar, and 
flavor with ground cinnamon — to 
tuste. 

For the short cake, sift together 
three cups flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder and one-half ten- 
spoon salt. Cut in one holf cup 
shortening or rub it in with the 
fingers. Then add one cup of milk 
and one egg, well beaten, Spread 
evenly in a well battered layer cake 
pan and bake in a hot oven for 
twenty minutes. When the filling 
and cake are cool, split the cake, 
put the rhubarb between and on top 
and serve with whipped cream with 
a little cinnamon dusted over the 
top.
